■ BANBURY: A decision on 
350 homes north of the 
Hardwick estate at Hanwell 
fields has been deferred by 
Cherwell District Council.

NHS trust says talk of threat to hospital 'undermines confidence' 


MP denies 'plot' to 


downgrade Horton 


THERE is "no dark plot" to 
downgrade the Horton 
General Hospital of services, 
Banbury MP Sir Tony Baldry 
has said. 

The Conservative spoke out 
after concerns about delays in a 
decision on the future of emer¬ 
gency abdominal surgery, 
removed in January. 

In a statement, Sir Tony said: 
"There is no dark plot amongst 
clinicians or managers of the 
Oxford University Hospital NHS 
Trust to undermine the Horton." 

He pointed to the hospital 
keeping its consultant-led mater¬ 
nity service and the setting up of a 
new dialysis unit. 

Views on its future can be given 
to a forthcoming consultation, he 
added. 

Emergency abdominal surgery 
was stopped in January after the 
Horton lost three of its five spe¬ 
cialist doctors. 

A planned spring 2013 consul¬ 
tation will now be completed by 
the end of next March so the

Oxfordshire Clinical Commiss¬ 
ioning Group - which makes 
funding decisions - can carry out 
its own consultation. 

Sir Tony said: "We shall need to 
work with GPs whose practices 
send patients to the Horton to 
ensure that the Horton retains the 
widest possible range of services 
and that there is no suggestion of 
the Horton losing any of the serv¬ 
ices that we all worked collective¬ 
ly so hard to win." 

It comes after trust chief execu¬ 
tive Sir Jonathan Michael said the 
Keep the Horton General cam¬ 


paign group are "seeking to give 
the impression that there is some 
form of crisis at the Horton". 

He warned this could "under¬ 
mine public confidence" and 
damage its future. 

But former Horton physician 
and group member Dr Peter 
Fisher said he was concerned by 
reports of general surgery patients 
being sent to Oxford. The trust 
said a "very small" number went 
to Oxford because of "implemen¬ 
tation issues". 

Dr Fisher said: "There is a ques¬ 
tion mark over whether we could 
continue to admit medical emer¬ 
gencies." It will meet managers on 
June 3, he said.

"They didn't expect it to 
come back the first time 
around, he was classed as low 
risk. It was a shock."

Scrap metal 
raid charges 


A HEARING has ben held in 
the case of five men arrested 
when police raided a North 
Oxfordshire scrap metal yard. 

The defendants have denied 
charges of attempting to 
acquire and convert criminal 
property after police raided 
Smiths of Bloxham, near 
Banbury, in May last year. 

It was part of Operation 
Symphony, in which Thames 
Valley Police targeted scrap 
metal yards across Oxfordshire, 
Berkshire and Hertfordshire. 

Peter Smith, 68, of Bloxham 
Road, Bloxham, has denied 
charges of attempting to 
acquire and convert criminal 
property. 

Tommy Smith, 36, of 
Bloxham Road, Bloxham, Joey 
Smith, 23, of Milton Road, 
Adderbury, Henry Penfold, 21, 
ofTadmarton Road, Bloxham, 
and Matthew Miles, 25, of 
Main Street, Great Bourton, 


also denied the same charges. 

In total they pleaded not 
guilty to 43 counts allegedly 
committed between January 
and May last year. 

On Thursday, May 16, at 
Oxford Crown Court, a judge 
heard legal arguments from 
defence and prosecution 
barristers. 

The defendants were not 
required to attend and remain 
on conditional bail. 

They will now face trial in 
connection with the purchase 
of stripped power cables, a 
Mitsubishi FTO, cigarettes and 
BT cables which, the 
prosecution alleges, they knew 
or suspected to be stolen. 

Tommy Smith also denied 
possessing a shotgun without a 
licence and possessing a 
prohibited weapon on May 29 
last year. Their trial is due to 
start on November 4 and is 
expected to last three weeks.

Drugs grown in a flat 


A 25-year-old man has avoided 
jail after being caught growing 
cannabis inside his flat. 

Antonio Cortes, of Middleton 
Road, Banbury, admitted 
producing the Class B drug and 
possessing cocaine with intent 
to supply. 

He was arrested on February 
7 last year after police found 
boxes of equipment, used for 
growing cannabis, stacked 
outside his flat. 

Inside they described the 


smell of the drug as being 
"overwhelming" and soon 
found 25 immature plants along 
with growing equipment. 

They also found 27.3g of 
cocaine, which was valued by 
police experts as having a street 
value of as much as £16,080. 

Judge Ian Pringle, at Oxford 
Crown Court last Wednesday, 
sentenced Cortes to 20 months 
in prison, suspended for two 
years, with 200 hours of unpaid 
work and a curfew requirement.

The group, which is 60 years old, 
received a £750 Surviving Winter 
Grant.

Smartphone software to help ecologists plot invasion of the harlequin 


App designed to 


spot the ladybird 


ECOLOGISTS say they've been 
"inspired" by the number of 
nature lovers helping to track a 
ladybird that is bugging the UK's 
native species. 

Now, a new mobile phone app 
has been launched - to enable 
experts to gain a further insight into 
the invasion by the Harlequin 
ladybird. 

The free iRecord ladybirds 
app is the brainchild of 
scientists at 
Oxfordshire's Centre 
for Ecology and 
Hydrology who 
have been 
working with a 
team at Bristol 
University. 

Dr Helen Roy, 
from the centre, 
said: "We have 
been inspired by the 
number of people 
getting involved with 
the UK Ladybird Survey,

via email, online recording, Twitter 
and traditional letters. The 
observations they submit are 
invaluable. 

"With the new app, we now have 
a further opportunity to continue 
monitoring the Harlequin 

ladybird alongside other 
species, to develop 

/ our understanding 
of the invasion 


process. 

The 

smartphone 
software works 
by using GPS 
location fixing. 
If you come 
across either a 
Harlequin or a 
native seven-spot 
ladybird, you can 
get information and 


images to provide identification. The 
details will then be recorded, in the 
hope that the different species can 
be tracked more effectively. 

Experts believe apps of this kind 
have the potential to "transform the 
way we record and monitor wildlife 
populations". They hope that with 
the help of the public, the new 
recording app will discover whether 
the UK's native ladybird species will 
bounce back. 

A recent study led by the centre 
revealed that seven out of 
eight UK ladybirds had 
declined over five years 
following the arrival of 
the harlequin in 2004. 

The numbers of the 
two-spot species fell 
by almost half. 

Dr Roy, who is 
leading the study, said 
there was "very little 
that could be done" 
about the invader's 
foothold in Britain, but said

the discovery gave a 
broader insight into 
the introduction of 
alien species in 
this country. 

Tens of 
thousands of 
people have 
already contributed 
to the online UK 
Ladybird Survey and, 
with continued help from 


the public using the new recording 
app, those behind the survey hope 
to discover whether the UK's native 
ladybird species will survive, as well 
as gaining further insights into the 
invasion process over the years to 
come. 

Results from the project will be 
posted on ladybird-survey.org

■ Man accused of killing wife said she attacked him with a knife 

Murder defendant 
claims 'retaliation' 



Andrew and Janee Parsons 


ANDREW Parsons has told a j‘ury 
he "lost control" and stabbed his 
wife to death in "retaliation" after 
she attacked him first with a knife. 

The 38-year-old, who played football 
for Banbury's Easington Sports club, 
denies murder and this week gave his 
account of Janee Parsons' death for the 
first time during his trial at Oxford 
Crown Court. 

Mrs Parsons was repeatedly stabbed 
in the couple's home in Lucerne 
Avenue, Bicester, as she prepared for a 
weekend away with her new lover, 
Daniel Hansens. 

Last week, a jury heard Mrs Parsons 
and her young son screaming and beg¬ 
ging for her life in audio footage of the 
crime captured by a voice recorder 
taped under her bed. 

On Monday, Parsons told the court 
he used the device to secretly record his 
31-year-old wife's conversations after 
November 14 when she revealed to 
him that she had met someone else. 

He said this led to an argument on 
the morning of December 1, which 
escalated when he accused his wife of

lying to him about her new relation¬ 
ship. 

Giving evidence from the dock, 
Parsons described how the couple 
ended up struggling on the upstairs 
landing of their house 

He said: "We were both on the land¬ 
ing and I'm in her way and she's trying 
to get downstairs. 

"She goes at me and I reacted and 
went back at her. 

"She had her mobile phone in her 
hand and she hit me round the face 
with it, so I threw a punch." 

Parsons said he then went downstairs 
to get a towel, but remembered they 
were upstairs and returned to the land¬ 
ing. 

He told the jury he found his wife 
crouching down and holding a large 
kitchen knife he had been using to open 
boxes. 

He said: "Janee was semi-crouched 
down against the bedroom door. She 
had a knife in her hand. 


"I could see the knife. I just went to 
disarm her. I lunged towards her from 
the top of the stairs. She swung the knife 
towards me and cut me on the hand." 

Parsons said he had "completely lost 
control" adding: "I just lost it. I don't 
know what I did or said." 

Asked by David Hislop QC, defend¬ 
ing, who inflicted the numerous stab 
wounds his wife was received, Parsons 
said: "It was me." 

Afterwards he said he was "shocked 
and panicky" and could only think 
about getting his young son, who had 
witnessed the killing, out of the house. 

But prosecutor Miranda Moore QC 
suggested to the former semi-profes¬ 
sional footballer he was "lying" about 
what had happened. 

She said: "She lay there for seven 
minutes dying before you left the house. 

"Seven minutes and you didn't do a 
thing to help her." 

Parsons replied: "I can't explain what 
things were going on and how I did 
them or why. I can't explain." 

The trial continues.

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■ Conservation charity in £965,000 bid for Lottery funding 


A payout 
hope for 
ponds 


CARNIVOROUS plants in 
the county's ponds are one 
species set to benefit from 
a huge funding boost. 

Oxfordshire-based charity 
Pond Conservation has 
received initial support for a 
£965,000 bid from the 
Heritage Lottery Fund. 

The charity wants to fund a 
nationwide project, preserving 
species such as the carnivorous 
bladderwort, reducing pond 
pollution and gathering data 
about pond life across the UK. 

Charity chief Jeremy Biggs 
said: "We are thrilled that the 
Lottery has agreed to support 
the development of the 
'People, Ponds and Water 
Programme'. 

"We have received the 
initial support, but once you

have that, 90 per cent of 
projects get through." 

The programme has three 
aims. 

Firstly, it will identify the 
UK's 500 most important 
"flagship ponds". 

Mr Biggs said: "These are 
the creme de la creme of 
Britain's freshwater habitats; 
jewels in the landscape that 
make a unique contribution to 
Britain's wildlife." 

In Oxfordshire, the charity 
has already identified several 
flagship ponds. 

Among them are ponds at a 
former rifle range in Otmoor - 
now home to rare Tassel 
Stonewort, attractive water- 
violets and the bug-eating 



bladderwort - and one small 
pond at Fringford, which is the 
only UK home, outside East 
Anglia, of a tiny water beetle. 

Local conservation groups, 
such as the Rare Plant Group 
and Abingdon Naturalists, will 
be asked to help monitor these 
ponds' populations. 

The project's second aim is 
to create a national species 
survey of all the UK's ponds 
called PondNet, training 
volunteers to monitor species 
and upload sightings to a 
website. 

The third aim will be to 
carry out a national pond 


pollution survey, run in 
collaboration with 
environmental education 
charity the Field Studies 
Council. 

Pond Conservation will also 
use the Lottery money to 
employ five new regional 
project officers across the UK, 
who will train volunteers in 
conducting wildlife surveys. 

It will also purchase 
hundreds of nitrate and 
phosphate meters for testing 
pollution in water sources from 
taps to rivers. 

A Lottery spokesman said: 
"This project is a wonderful 


opportunity for people of 
different age groups to put 
their wellies on, get out into 
the open and look after their 
local pond. 

"We are very happy to be 
able to give initial support to 
this exciting project and we 
look forward to working 
closely with Pond Conversation 
as the charity develops its 
plans further." 

The Lottery fund has already 
awarded Pond Conservation 
£64,000 to develop its project, 
and the charity will find out 
next year whether it has been 
given the full £965,000.

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Ambulances in plea to 
use traffic-busting lane

THE time it takes to 
transport patients across 
Oxfordshire could be cut if 
ambulances were able to use 
bus lanes to beat the traffic. 

Calls for the non-emergency 
ambulances - known as Patient 
Transport Vehicles - to be 
allowed to use bus lanes were 
made by Oxfordshire-based 
watchdog Patient Voice last year. 

Now South Central 
Ambulance Service has 
confirmed it is in discussion with 
Oxfordshire County Council to 
get permission to use the traffic- 
busting lanes. 

Service spokesman James 
Keating-Wilkes said: "While 
these journeys are not life-and- 
death emergencies, they are 
often urgent and time-critical to 
access medical care. 

"Traffic volume is forever 
increasing. Longer journey times 
are causing greater discomfort to 
patients, and increase the 
chances of late attendance for 
hospital and other appointments. 

"These factors inevitably have 
a detrimental 'knock-on' effect 
for NHS colleagues in local 
hospital out-patient departments, 
day centres, and clinics. 

"Utilisation of the bus lanes 
would cut down patient time in 
vehicles and help to ensure 
clinic appointment times are 
met." 

Patients who use the vehicles 
have to go through an eligibility 
criteria process set by the

Clinical Commissioning groups 
to prove their need for assistance 
travelling to and from out-patient 
appointments. 

Patient Voice chairman 
Jacquie Pearce-Gervis said: 
"When you go to hospital, you 
are not well - you are not 
fighting fit - and these upright 
transport vans are 
uncomfortable. 

"It would take far less time if 
ambulances could use the bus 
lane. Journey times could 
probably be cut by half an 
hour." 

An Oxfordshire County 
Council spokesman said: "This is 
something the ambulance 
service has raised with us, and 
we are always happy to discuss 
requests of this nature. 

"However, any proposal to 
relax bus lane restrictions for 
certain categories of vehicle 
would need to be considered by 
the county council's new cabinet 
- which means at this stage 
we're not in a position to give an 
indication of the potential for 
such a proposal to be taken 
forward." 

Between April 2012 and 
March this year South Central 
Ambulance Service's Patient 
Transport Service undertook 
more than 512,275 journeys 
across its four counties - 
Oxfordshire, Buckinghamshire, 
Berkshire and Hampshire.

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Sumptuous razzle dazzle 
fails to tug heartstrings 


THE GREAT GATSBY 3D (12 A, 143 
mins) Romance/Drama. Leonardo 
DiCaprio, Tobey Maguire, Carey

A t every great party, there is 
that inescapable moment 
when the music stops, the 
lights go up and all of the 
imperfections, which have been 
concealed so deliciously under a 
cloak of darkness, are suddenly 
thrown into sharp relief. 

The heady air of booze-fuelled 
anticipation and flirtatious 
possibility dissipates in an instant. 

That crushing, mournful 
realisation that the euphoria was 
just an illusion will be shared by 
audiences, who stumble bleary- 
eyed out of Baz Luhrmann's visually 
sumptuous and overlong adaptation 
of F Scott Fitzgerald. 

The Great Gatsby is a razzle- 
dazzle of gorgeous costumes, jaw- 
dropping set design and directorial 
brio that effortlessly evokes the 
excesses of swinging 1920s New 
York. 

The whirling camerawork and 
explosions of retina-searing colour, 
which have become Luhrmann's 
trademark, embolden every 
impeccably crafted frame, 
bejewelled with dream-bubble 
flashbacks, slow-motion swoops 
and a blizzard of typewriter letters 
that fall into the words of the film's 
voiceover narration. 

Predictably, the visionary film¬ 
maker seizes the 3D format by the 
scruff of the neck and flings 
champagne corks, fireworks and 


iridescent party streamers at the 
camera like a mad man. 

As one character remarks: "What 
a circus!" 

Yet this is a circus lacking the big 
emotional wallop that epitomised 
the Australian ringmaster's other 
love stories including Strictly 
Ballroom and Moulin Rouge!. 

Mysterious war hero Jay Gatsby 
(Leonardo DiCaprio) lives in a bay- 
side mansion with a menagerie of 
servants, who help him throw the 
most extravagant parties for the 
whole of New York. 

Lowly stockbroker Nick Carraway 
(Tobey Maguire), who lives next 
door to this hullabaloo, is drawn 
into Gatsby's orbit and falls under 
his neighbour's spell. 

As the stockbroker is granted 
admission to the millionaire's inner 
circle, he discovers heartbreak in 
Gatsby's past, linked to his cousin 
Daisy (Carey Mulligan), who lives 
across the bay with her 
philandering husband, Tom Joel 
Edgerton). 

While Tom conducts a tawdry 
affair with a married woman called 
Myrtle (Isla Fisher), Daisy seeks 
refuge in Nick's company and with 
her gal pal Jordan Baker (Elizabeth 
Debicki). 

Past and present collide and 
jealousy poisons friendships, pitting 
Tom against Gatsby for Daisy's 
brittle affections. 

Rip away the luxurious and 
gaudy packaging, and The Great 
Gatsby is reduced to an emotionally 
undernourished romance that fails 
to tug the heartstrings even with 
Craig Armstrong's score swelling 
and swooning in all of the right 
places.

SOME cars leave you with an 
instant warm glow. In the case of 
Honda's CR-V, the glow is a green 
one. 

Drive carefully and the large 
speedometer is illuminated by a 
ring of eco-friendly green light 
topped off by a small green tree. 
Push harder on the accelerator and 
the light shifts to white. 

It is a bit of fun in a thoroughly 
self-assured vehicle that is building 
on a solid sales base. Since its 
introduction in 1995, more than 
five million CR-Vs have been sold 
worldwide. 

The fourth generation CR-V is as 
car-like to drive as ever with bolder 
looks, a more refined interior, two- 
and four-wheel-drive versions and it 
is built in Swindon. 

It might be a compact vehicle but 
it is crammed with equipment. 

The test model was the £30,000 
top-of-the-range model so you 
might expect some luxury touches, 
but it would be much quicker to list 
what is missing. From keyless entry 
and locking; heated leather 
upholstery and a climate-controlled 
cabin, to satellite navigation and a 
panoramic sunroof, this is one 
lavishly-equipped vehicle.
